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Truman  Maintains 
U.  S.  Must  Take 
World  Leadership 

Realizing  for  the  people  of  this 
country  a  full  life  which  re¬ 
sources  make  possible  and  helping 
to  achieve  for  people  everywhere 
an  era  of  peace  are  the  two  huge 
tasks  emphasized  by  the  Honor- 
ble  Harry  S.  Truman  in  his  ded¬ 
icatory  address  last  Sunday  of  the 
new  National  Guard  armory  on 
College  Memorial  Drive. 

“We  are  all  looking  forward  to 
the  day  when  law  rather  than 
force  will  be  the  arbitrator  of  in¬ 
ternational  relations,”  he  main¬ 
tained.  "We  shall  strive  to  make 
that  day  come  soon,  and  when  it 
does  come,  let  us  make  sure  that 
no  possible  aggressor  is  going  to  be 
tempted  by  any  weakness  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States.” 

Four  military  tasks,  directed  not 
toward  war,  not  toward  conquest, 
but  toward  peace  were  stressed  by 
the  former  President  of  the  United 
States  and  Commander  in  Chief  of 
the  Armed  Forces: 

"First,  our  army,  navy  and 
air  force,  in  collaboration  with 
our  allies,  must  enforce  the 
terms  of  peace  Imposed  upon 
any  of  our  defeated  enemies. 

"Second,  we  must  fulfill  the 
military  obligation  which  wc 
are  undertaking  as  a  member 
of  the  United  Nations  organi¬ 
zation  to  support  a  lasting 
peace  and  to  support  It  by 
force  If  necessary. 

"Third,  we  must  cooperate 
with  other  American  nations 
to  preserve  the  territorial  In¬ 
tegrity  and  political  Indepen¬ 
dence  of  the  nations  of  the 
western  hemisphere. 

“Fourth,  in  this  troubled 
and  uncertain  world  our  mili¬ 
tary  forces  must  be  adequate 
to  discharge  the  fundamental 
mission  laid  upon  them  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  to  provide  for  the  com¬ 
mon  defense  of  these  United 
States." 

We  now  know,  he  believes,  that 
the  only  way  to  make  our  freedom 
secure  is  to  use  our  military 
strength  to  preserve  the  peace  of 
the  world. 

“We  have  assured  the  world 
time  and  time  again  that  we  do 
not  seek  for  ourselves  one  Inch  of 
territory  anywhere  In  the  world 
outside  of  the  right  to  establish

U,  S.  Must  Lead

necessary  bases  for  our  own  pro¬ 
tection,”  observed  tho  distinguish¬ 
ed  guest.  "Wo  look  for  nothing 
that  belongs  to  any  other  power. 

No  nation  in  tho  history  of  the 
world  who  had  assumed  our  posi¬ 
tion  has  cvpr  had  a  policy  such  as 
that.” 

Mr.  Truman  wondered  what 
some  of  his  old  colleagues  In  the 
Senate  who  would  not  give  a  dime 
to  see  a  murder,  what  some  Isola¬ 
tionist  newspaper  chain  controll¬ 
ers,  and  what  some  of  our  present 
totally  economic  advisers,  who 
have  cut  the  armed  forces  at  tills 
time,  would  have  said  If  any  "of 
us  who  have  the  general  welfare 
of  the  country  at  heart”  had  spent 
four  billion  dollars  plus  for  schools, 
roads,  dams,  and  other  improve¬ 
ments  which  would  have  been 
assets  to  this  country! 

"Wouldn’t  there  have  been  a 
terrific  yell  to  liigh  heaven  that 
the  country  was  being  ruined'  and 
bankrupt  forever?”  he  questioned. 

“Yet  In  this  last  world  war  we 
shot  away  that  much  money  and 
killed  thousands  and  thousands 
of  young  men  all  over  the  world. 

And  that  was  necessary  because 
no  had  run  out  on  our  own  re¬ 
sponsibility  in  1920.” 

"My  friends,  let’s  not  do  that 
again!”  admonished  the  thirty- 
second  President  of  the  United 
States. 

“Wc  are  slowly  and  gradually 
becoming  used  to  the  fact  that  a 
world  power,  a  leader  of  the  free 
nations  of  the  world,  must  be  able 
to  exercise  leadership,  and  unless 
it  can,  there  is  no  leadership  and 
there  Is  no  peace.  Remember 
that!”  Mr.  Truman  warned  his 
audience. 

Nearly  every  President  since 
Washington’s  time  has  tried  to  get 
a  military  policy  for  this  country 
that  would  still  be  a  civilian  mili¬ 
tary  policy  and  still  protect  the 
country  from  any  danger  that 
might  face  It,  he  explained. 

The  military  Is  subservient  to 
the  civilian  government  of  any  re¬ 
public,  and  when  it  ceases  to  be 
that,  the  republic  no  longer  con¬ 
tinues  to  exist,  he  asserted. 

"The  citizens’  soldier  is  the  bul¬ 
wark  of  our  liberties,”  cited  Harry 
S.  Truman,  as  did  George  Wash¬ 
ington.  It  is  necessary  that  civil- 1 
inn  soldiers  be  trained  and  sup¬ 
ported  in  order  that  the  defense  of 
this  great  country  be  proper  and 
efficient. 

■  “Our  wars  have  created  a  sit¬ 
uation  which  has  developed  the 
greatest  republic  In  the  history  of 
the  world,”  he  told  liis  attentive 
listeners.  "The  first  one  was  for 
freedom  of  the  republic  from  for¬ 
eign  control,  and  the  rest  of  them 
were  fought  to  maintain  that  free¬ 
dom.  It  is  necessary  for  us  to 
have  complete  support  of  the 
United  Nations,  which  is  our  only 
hope  for  peace.” 

The  dedication  of  the  armory 
followed  a  dinner  attended  by 
about  500  persons  on  the  90  by  60 
foot  drill  floor  of  the  brick  and 
concrete  block  structure.  Mr  Tru¬ 
man  unveiled  a  plaque  dedicating 
the  building  to  Capt.  Harold  R. 

Martin  and  Master  Sergeant  Cleo 
H.  Pedersen,  members  of  the  ar¬ 
tillery  unit  who  died  December  3,
